New Sermon Series: The Gospel of Mark: Unanticipated Good News 

Author N. T. Wright wrote: “News is an announcement that something significant has hap¬ 
pened. And good news is what Jesus and his first followers were all about.” 

Just what is this good news that Mark proclaimed to the earliest, and often persecuted, Chris¬ 
tian communities? Mark wrote his gospel to struggling believers who were asking them¬ 
selves: Why doesn’t God just come down from heaven and make things better? Why are 
there not more miracles? Why did Jesus teach using such confusing parables? Where’s the 
promised regime change? Is this really good news? 

Mark’s answer was that the risen Jesus works in the world in unanticipated, surprising, some¬ 
times hidden ways. And the path to discovering these unanticipated, surprising ways of Jesus 
is by putting one’s total trust in this miracle working, parable teaching Messiah. This Lenten 
season we will look at the unanticipated good news of Jesus in the gospel of Mark 

Additionally, Dr. Doug is inviting everyone to purchase Mark for Lent by NT Wright - a daily 
devotional guide for Lent. The hope is that the entire bridge Presbyterian Church family will 
use this devotional to guide us through Lent. The culmination of the sermon series will be a 
presentation of The Gospel of Mark, a one-man drama by acclaimed local actor Ashley 
Strand on Friday April 17th in worship center.

Once in the Worship Center, the seats on each side of the office 
entrance door are designated for use by only those who have no perfumes, colognes, or scent¬ 
ed sprays. We hope that this small step will create a welcoming and safe space for everyone.

Fast Food Cards Needed for Clients of Streetreach 

Brunswick County Streetreach is a 100% Volunteer Faith-Based Organization that pro¬ 
vides assistance to the homeless in Brunswick County. Donna and Garry Phelps organ¬ 
ize emergency food, clothing, shelter, resource assistance and fellowship to these indi¬ 
viduals to meet their tangible needs, and create opportunities for empowerment. Many 
homeless seniors, veterans and families were displaced by storms and are still unable to 
find affordable housing. Currently, about 24 individuals per week are being housed at a 
motel on Oak Island during Streetreach’s Winter Nights Program. Area Churches are as¬ 
sisting with meals and transportation, but fast food cards for $5 and $10 are needed 
when these individuals go to jobs.
